Minister Mendonca Says The 
Crisis is Near. 


Four Rioters Shot at Palermo—Christians and 
Mohammedans Pighting in

PERNAMBUCO, Dec. 26.—(Copyright, 
1893, by Cable and Associated Press.) 
The Nitheroy, the Brazilian dynamite 
cruiser, which put to sea yesterday for 
the purpose, it is said, of engaging in 
battle with the rebel warships Repub- 
lica and Aquidaban, which were re- 
ported to have gone to the Island of 
Fernando di Norohn to impress con- 
victs there into the rebel service, re- 
turned this morning, reporting that 
she had been unable to find the rebel 
ships. It is now said that the Nitheroy 
will awajt the coming of the rebel 
ships here, and will fight them in these 
waters. 

The news from Rio de Janeiro brings 
little that is fresh. Both sides claim 
that their opponents are at the last ex- 
tremity, and must soon give in. The 
people. would be relieved by decisive 
action by either party. Both parties 
continue to circulate rumors. The gov- 
ernment party declares that foreign 
governments. are supporting Mello’s 
cause with money, and that he is .be- 
ing furnished money in the interests 
of the monarchy, but that as soon as 
the United States gets a strong, naval 
force here that will be stopped, _be- 
cause the United States must compel 


‘the strict observance of the Monroe 


doctrine, and that if this is done, the 
collapse of the rebellion is only a ques- 
tion.of a short time. 

On the other hand, the rebels claim 
they are not seeking to restore the 
monarchy, but to overthrow the dicta- 
torship of Peixotto, and that if the 
United States extends sympathy to 
him, it will be against the popular 
movement in Brazil. They argue that 
they ought to be allowed to fight it 
out with Peixotto, and that if allowed 
to do so, will soon restore peace to the 
country. 

THE CRISIS NEAR. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Minister 
Mendonca believes the crisis in the 
Brazilian revolution is at hand, and 
that the decisive stroke will be made 
this week. He says that the two great 
rebel commander, 
Mello,. and the flotilla of little torpedo 
craft, hastily improvised by Peixotto, 
are rapidly nearing each other. The 
Minister says that a collision is almost 
eertain before next Monday. 

He recognizes that the little torpedo 
and dynamite boats are tremendously 
overmatched by the rebel ships, but 
counts much on the ability of the 
small boats to maneuver quickly and 
discharge their novel explosives. Men- 
donca is hopeful and confident that 
Mello’s fleet will be defeated, and that 
Peixotto’s ships will then be able to 
turn their attention to the other rebel 
admiral, Gama, who is in Rio harbor. 

THOMPSON RECOGNIZES. 

BUENOS AYRES, Dec. 26.—It is ru- 
mored that Thompson, United States 
Minister to Brazil, has recognized the 


. Brazilian insurgents as belligerents.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Not a par- 
ticle. of credence is placed here im the 
report from Buenos Ayres that Minister 
Thompson has recognized the insur- 
gents as belligerents.

STARTLED THE NATIVES. 


Violent Demonstrations by Anarchists in 
Which Gas Lamps Suffer. 

ORLEANS, Dec. 26.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The city last night 
was thrown into a state of terror by a 
violent demonstration on the part of 
Anarchists, who ran along the Fau- 
bourg de la Madeleine, acting in a 
most riotous manner, and shouting 
“Long live anarchy!’’ 

They broke the gas lamps all along 
the thoroughfare through which they 
passed, tore away the supports to num- 
bers of trees, and with these smashed 
all windows in the vicinity. The police 
today are searching for the leaders of 
the mob, who are known to be friends 
of the arrested Anarchists, Moulinier 
and Colas. Menacing letters, evidently 
written by Anarchists, have been re- 
ceived by principal residents of Or- 
leans: 


DISTURBANCE AT AMSTERDAM. 


Two Thousand Unemployed Workmen En- 
gage With the Police. 

AMSTERDAM, Dec. 26.—(By Cable 
and Associated Press.) Two thousand 
unemployed workmen, organized into a 
parade by Socialist agitators, marched 
in procession today through the lead- 
ing streets, though repeatedly dis- 
persed by the police. 

Finally, however, a detachment of 100 
policemen charged with: drawn sabres 
upon the mob. The latter replied by 
showering stones at the police, and 
several pitched battles foNowed, dur- 
ing which a number of people on both 
sides were more or less injured. Three 
Socialists and one policeman were se- 
verely wounded. 


CONFESSED TO MURDER. 


Two Members of the Omladina Socialist So- 
ciety Assassinated Marva. 
PRAGUE, Dec. 26.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) Dolezal and Bra- 
goun, the two members of the secret 
Socialist society, Oniladina, arrested on 
suspicion of having murdered the glove- 
maker, have confessed their guilt. They 
say they were incited to commit the 
murder by a speech of Dr. Herrold, 
one of the young Czech leaders, in the 
course of which he denounced’ "Marva 
as.an agent of the procurator. 


THE FRENCH NAVY. 


Deputy Lockroy Announces an Intention to 
Interpellate the Government. 

PARIS, Dec. 26.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press:) Deputy Lockroy, in an 
interview today, ‘announced his inten- 
tion of interpellating the government 
regarding the condition of the French 
navy directly the Chamber of Deputies 
reassembles. During the interview 
Lockroy said he had formed the belief 
that the Italian navy, for its size, was 
the finest in the world. 


THE MATABELES PEACEABLE. 


Commissioner Rhodes Reports That They 
Have Been Sublugated. 
CAPETOWN, Dec. 26.-—-(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) Commissioner 
Rhodes has arrived at Palapye. He an- 
nounces that the Matables are entirely 
subjugated, and that King Lobengula 
does not intend to return to Bulwayo.

THIS IS RICH. 


Nicaragua Coliecting Forced War Loans from 
Resident Americans. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The  Herald’s cis- 
patch from Managua, Nicaragua, 
says the government cf Nicaragua has 
been collecting forced war-loans from 
American citizens here in violation of 
the treaty. United States Minister Baker 
has made a vigorous protest against 
such proceedings. 


WRECKED IN THE SURF. 


Seven Out of Eight Members of a Pleasure

The Coughlin ‘Trial is 
Resumed. 


Cross-examination of Mrs, An- 
drew Foy 


Developed Some Interesting Facts 
Yesterday. 


She Admits Having Written Cer- 
tain Letters. 


Witness Demanded Money for Her Testi- 
mony—Regards to the Prisoner— 
John Devoy Interpellates 
the Court. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 26@(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The Coughlin trial was re- 
sumed, this morning, with Mrs. Andrew 
Foy on the stand under cross-examina- 
tion. 

In answer to questions, Mrs. Foy re- 
hearsed the story of Coughlin’s visits 
to her house and consultations with 
her husband after the murder of Dr. 


Cronin; of Coughlin telling that her~ 


husband was in no danger and that 
even if he was arrested she would be 
well cared for by Alexander Sullivan. 
To further questions, she declared the 
prosecution had made her no promises; 
that she no longer loved her husband 
and that he left her three weeks before 
the police began guarding her house. 
In answer to the question whether she 
did not send her compliments to Cough- 
lin when he was in jail, she replied: 
“These were sarcastic regards.”’ In 
answer tc another question she declared 
it was not true that she had accused 
her husband of being the man who 
threw the Anarchist bomb at Hay- 
market or that she threatened to go to 
Judge Grinnell and place her husband 
beside Spies, Parsons and the rest of 
the Anarchists, 

The attorney for the defense then 
placed before her a letter which she 
admitted she wrote and mailed to At- 
torney Forest, one of the counsel for 
Coughlin, and other prisoners at the 
first Cronin trial. The attorney said he 
would submit it in evidence later. The 
attorney also submitted another letter 
which she, with considerable hesita- 
tion, also admitted was in her hand- 
writing. All this was carried on amid 
much excitement and a chorus of 
strenuous objections by the prosecution, 
but the witness paid no attention to 
their instructions not to answer. 

After a period of comparative silence, 
Judge Wing for the counsel for the de- 
fense, said: ‘‘Now, Mrs. Foy, didn’t the 
prosecution give you any money?’ 

The prosecution objected. Then a 
deep voice at the reporter's table was 
heard to utter these words: ‘‘Let her 
give an answer.” It was discovered 
that the author of this remark was 
John Devoy, a member of the Cronin 
Committee, and a bitter enemy of Al- 
exander Sullivan. Judge Tuthill repri- 
manded Devoy mildly and, after some 
further talk, the trial proceeded. 

Mrs. Foy admiited she was well ac- 
quainted with Devoy. She also re- 
luctantly admitted that George A. Bing- 
ley, a detective for States Attorney 
Longenecker, the prosecutor at the 
former trial, visited her twice or three 
times in 1891. 

Mrs. Foy letter to Forest bears the 
date June 28, 1892, and is unsigned. It 
says that the writer hears that Forest 
is going before the Supreme Court in 
behalf of the prisoners in October and 
tells him the whole story will be out 
before that time: that she is the wife 
of one of the chief conspirators, who 
has become a drunkard and a brute in 
his treatment of her; that she knows 
and has talked with most of the con- 
spirators and knows the whole story; 
that she is poor in purse and that un- 
less she is paid for all the sufferings 
she has undergone she will expose the 
whole plot. She says that if Forest 
wants to communicate with her he can 
put a personal in the Daily News and 
she will reply. 

The second letter, also to Forest, is 
unsigned, and is dated January 21, 1893, 
In it, she says that satisfaction must 
be had at once, and ends with the 
words: “Give Dan my regards.” 

Cross-examination being continued, 
Mrs. Foy denied that she told Bingley 
that her husband was the only man who 
trusted her and that she wished she 
had some other evidence besides what 
she got from him. She denied that she 
ever told him that she had not heard 
Alexander Sullivan's name mentioned 
in the common gossip about the case. 
She also vehemently denied that she 
told Martin Garrity that she wished 
she knew something about Alexander 
Sullivan so she could bring him into 
the case, as that would be the means 
of making her comfortable for life. 


Servian Affairs. 
BELGRADE, Dec. 26.—The Skupts- 
china has finally passed bills sanction- 
ing the commercial treaties with Rus- 
sia, and modifying the national-bank 
regulation.

ment against the impeached ministers.

Ravachol's Memoirs. 
LONDON, Dec. 26.—A Paris dispatch 
to the Chronicle says that Ravachol’s 
partisans will publish his memoirs in 
April. The book will be a genuine au- 
tobiography, full of errors in Spelling 
and grammar. 


The Tramp Must Work. 
ATCHISON (Kan,,) Dec. 26.—The new 
Populist Police Commissioners have 
decided to compel tramps who apply 
for meals and lodgings to work on the 
rockpile in payment. Kighty-seven 
tramps were fed and lodged last week. 


THE MINING INTERESTS. 


The Witson Bill’s Free Ore Schedule Stirs Up 
Opposition. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) There are prospects of 
persons opposing the free raw materials 
in the Wilson bill. The coal, iron and 
lead ore, and lumber and other interests 
will concentrate their efforts to secure 
changes in the bill in the Senate. Del- 
egations representing these various in- 
terests will be here during the coming 
week to begin work. Democrats, as far 
as possible, are being delegated to make 
the protests. 

_John_M. Burke of Idaho, the advance 
guard of the lead men, is here, and 
will be joined in a few days by others, 
representing the States of Montana, 
Wyoming, Nevada and the Territory of 
Utah. Burke says free lead ore will 
absolutely paralyze the mining indus- 
try of the States and Territories. Burke 
was the Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor of Idaho in the last campaign. If 
the duty on lead ore cannot be retained, 
in part, at least, by the Wilson Dill, 
these lead miners will ask for the re- 
tention of a duty of 2 cents on pig 
lead, reduced by the Wilson bill to 1 
cent. 

An effort will be made on the part 
of the representatives of the several in- 
terests to combine, so as to secure 
concerted action, but whether a combi- 
nation can be effected is uncertain. 


BAGGED THE TRAMPS. 


An Armed Band of Veuubende Broken Up at 
Hartford, Ind. 

HARTFORD CITY (ind.,) Dec. 26.— 
(By the Associated Press.) A band of 
tramps, armed with revolvers, has been 
having things all their own way until 
this afternoon, when six were captured 
after an exchange of several volleys 
with a posse of citizens. One citizen 
was shot through the leg, and a tramp 
was wound in the arm. 

At the point of revolvers the tramps 
held up a man at noon, today, and at 
the same time entered a saloon and, 
by a display of pistols, compelled the 
bartender to serve them with drinks. 
They had with them a bag of money 
supposed to be about $1000 in amount. 
The leader of the gang escaped when 
the balance of the gang was captured, 


and it is supposed he carried off the 
money. 


TAKING A DROP. 


The Cash Balance in the Treasury to Fall 
Even Lower. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The prospects during 
the present week are that the avail- 
able cash balance in the treasury will 
reach a lower figure than ever before 
recorded in its history. At the close of 
business on Saturday, the balance was 
$90,487,268. It is generally expected 
that it will fall below $90,000,000 quring 
the week. 

The total balance on _ the first of the 
present month was $95,199,616, showing 
« reduction during the month of $4,712,- 
348. The loss, however, has fallen more 
largely on the currency balance than 
on the gold reserve. The marked ex- 
cess of expenditures over receipts, it is 
now believed, will show a deficiency in 
the revenues at the close of the cal- 
endar year of about $37,000,000.

J. de Barth Shorb was elected to the 
office of Treasurer of Los Angeles 
county in November, 1892, but, falling 
ill, he, in July last, made a trip East, 
not returning to Los Angeles until the 
limit of sixty days’ absence fixed by 
statute, had elapsed. Shorb was, there- 
fore, regarded as having forfeited his 
office, and T. J. Fleming was elected in 
his place; but when Fleming came to 
demand of Shorb’s deputies the ac- 
counts and records of his office he was 
met by a refusal and was afterward 
compelled to bring suit in the Superior 
Court for his rights: 

He won his case, the demurrer of 
Shorb’s deputies being overruled and 
Fleming’s demurrer to that answer 
and cross-complaint being sustained by 
the court below. From this judgment an 
appeal was taken, the main contention 
being that of Shorb had not ipse facto 
forfeited the office by remaining away 
more than the limit allowed by the 
statute, but the Supreme Court held 
that to decide that way would be a 
misinterpretation of the law laid down 
in the Code of Civil Procedure. 


THE SANGBR SHOOTING. 


Thomas Dyke Treated in a Villainous Man- 


ner by a Saloon-keeper. 

FRESNO, Dec. 26.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) On Monday afternoon two 
men brought Thomas Dyke from San- 
ger to the hospital for surgical treat- 
ment. He was suffering from a gun- 
shot wound which took effect on the 
right side immediately above the collar 
bene, and emerging under the left ear. 
The bullet passed directly through the 
windpipe. One of the men who 
brought him to the hospital stated that 
the wound was accidental, and was 
caused by the explosion of a” pistol, 
which fell on the floor. 

Dyke says he is a common. laborer, 
and was working in the vicinity of San- 
ger.

El- 
lis then pointed his pistol at him and 
said: “Then take that!” and fired, 
shooting him. Ellis then’ dropped the 
pistol on the floor, and claimed that 
the shooting was accidental. 

Dyke states that some one then drew 
up a paper stating that the shooting 
was accidental, and that Ellis was not 
to blame, and tried to get him to sign 
it, but he refused to do so. Dyke is ly- 
ing in a precarious condition. There is 
but little chance for him to recover.

BAD LAITH.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Information has been 
received at the Treasury Department 
from the appraiser of merchandise at 
the port of Chicago, that the trans- 
portation companies have failed to 
take away rapidly the portion of mer- 
chandise at the World’s Fair intended 
for exportation; consequently there are 
now at least twenty thousand pack- 
ages lying in the building, which can- 
not be removed by December 31. 

The Collector has, accordingly, asked 
that the time be extended for holding 
the buildings as constructive bonded 
warehouses, and the exposition officials 
have agreed to provide suitable police 
supervision for the customs interests 
during the period in which. customs 
control shall bé maintained.

GOVERNOR WHO WON'T. WAIT, 


Gov. Waite of Colorado is a very 
energetic kind of a person and has 
been unable to restrain himself from 
attempting to settle the silver question, 
4n spite of the criticism to which his 
previous suggestions have been subject. 
In a somewhat bombastic proclamation 
he announces that the mining interests 
of the State have been unjustly and un- 
constitutionally attacked by Congress 
and the present administration; that 
the panic has so reduced values and 
increased the burdens of taxation that 
ngriculturists, fruit-growers and stock- 
raisers are obliged to sell their products 
below cost of production, and the ex- 
traordinary remedies now granted cred- 
{tors in Colorado should be repealed. 

The first business for legislation sug- 
gested in the call is to provide that all 
pilver dollars, domestic or foreign, 
containing not less than 351% grains of 
fine silver, shall be legal tender for all 
debts collectable in Colorado. The Gov- 
ernor also suggests the passage of an 
act forbidding the making of trust 
deeds, mortgages or obligations of any 
kind payable in gold. He favors laws 
providing for the issuance of certificates 
of small denominations in payment for 
work on State canals, said certificates 
sto be receivable for water carriage, and 
the leasing or purchase of internal im- 
provement of lands, and to be convert- 
ible, after three years, into $100 certifi- 
rates; the repeal of all laws authorizing 
the issuance of municipal bonds, and 
the enactment of a law to provide for 
the issuance of certificates of small 
denominations in payment for work 
pn public improvements. 

Some of these suggestions contain the 
germ of good ideas, but the main point 
to be considered is that no effective 
financial legislation is possible on part 
of any one State. We have already 
geen how difficult, if not impossible, 
it is to bring about any satisfactory 
pettlement of the monetary question 
through the action of any one nation, 
without the concurrence of other civil- 
ized powers. How much more difficult 
then, would it be for a single State to 
undertake such a task. It has al- 
ready been shown that the project of 
issuing a special State coin is a chi- 
mercial one and would' be in conflict with 
the laws of the United States. All that 
the separate States can do in this di- 
rection is to see that pressure is brought 
io bear upon their representatives in 
Congress, urging them to pass such 
definite financial legislation as is pos- 
gible on the part of this country until 
puch time as other nations can be in- 
Huced to join with us in revising their 
monetary systems on some judicious 
and practical plan, which will take ac- 
count of the changes that have taken 
place in the financial world during the 
past quarter of a century. 

Just as during an epidemic all sorts 
pf quack doctors come to the surface 
with hundreds of different remedies for 
the prevailing evil, so during such a 
financial disturbance as we are now 
suffering from we must expect to see 
@ great variety of remedies proposed, 
many of which are worse than the 
disease. During such times the people 
at large should not lose their heads, or 
permit themselves to be led into foolish 
extremes either on the one side or the 
other. There is really not much to 
choose between the gold-bugs on the 

one side and the rabid free-silver advo- 
cates on the other. There is danger 
in both systems, and meantime, as 


_ Btated, the best thing for the people to 


do is to be patient and bring pressure 
to bear on Congress so as to insure the 
presentation and adoption of such legis- 
lation as will restore public confidence 
by placing gold and silver on a parity, 
and make the dollar of the United States, 
whether of silver, or of gold, or of 
paper, worth just 100 cents to everyone 
through whose hands it passes,

“LIBERTY ENLIGHTENING THE WORLD. 


We are just beginning to appreciate 
eomewhat the great lessons which the 
Columbian Exposition at Chicago has 
taught the world in regard to American 
character and progress. The Old 
World, heretofore, has not cared par- 
ticularly to study us or our institutions, 
and it has credited us with something 
of social and political raw.1ess attrib- 
utable to our youth and lack of culture. 
To the real genius and spirit of Ameri- 
can institutions the world upon the 
other side of the Atlantic has been a 
comperative stranger. But at Chicago 
the people of other lands learned 
something of American progress and 
achievement, and the things which 
they are saying of us now are full of 
significance. 

A late issue of the Quarterly Re- 
view, one of the foremost of British 
magazines, devotes its leading article 
to an examination of American prog- 
ress and the expression of an enthu- 
siastic appreciation of Chicago and the 
American people. This mighty Western 
republic is an object lesson which the 
Englishman of thoughtful intelligence 
is considering worthy of his closest 
scrutiny and study. This conservative 
reviewer is deeply impressed ‘“‘with the 
deep-seated orderliness and power of 
self-government which Americans pos- 
sess. Their enemies might define the 
American institutions as a recognized 
anarchy with universal suffrage to 
make it perpetual, but surely they 
would be deceiving themselves with a 
vain sound, 

“The American government,” he con- 
tinues, “has struck out a new line in 
history. It is the very opposite of the 
fraternal and the oligarchial. It aims 
at nothing less than to carry into effect 
the idea of freedom until it has pene- 
trated into every form of human life. 
This idea of the sovereign individual 
runs through American society from 
end, to end.”’ 


ness of Chicago, which, he says, “rep- 
resents the industrial era without tra- 
dition, history, or a system of hierarchi- 
cal government to temper its rule,”’ 
and then he proceeds to say: 

‘“‘We may predict a future for the 
Garden City, which not even London 
can eclipse. It is, we say, the meeting 
place of East, West and center, with 
the continents of the Pacific for a 
‘packground that is yearly becoming 
less distant. The age of steam and 
iron made London and New York. The 
age of electricity will see Chicago con- 
tending with them for the crown of 
commerce.’ 

“Freedom, equality of right, and a 
liberal spirit,’’ adds the reviewer, ‘‘are 
the elements of the American Constitu- 
tion, as they were characteristic of 
ancient Athenian culture, and of the 
New Testament itself, which is at 
length beginning to be recognized as 
‘the standard of civilization. In this 
triple cord, not easily broken, there 
seems to be a firm security against 
anarchism, communism and all other 
assaults upon ordered freedom.” 

Thus, he deems, Americans have 
largely solved the problem of self- 
government, and that they are suc- 
cessfully marching onward to grander 
achievements and permanent greatness 
and that what America has attained 
ie--but a hint of what she is yet 
to reach, ° 

It is a strange thing to hear enthu- 
siagtic praise of this republic from a 
conservative Briton, but this writer 
is an honest writer and speaks the 
truth of his convictions. The Colum- 
bian Exposition taught him the 


strength of our institutions, and the 


California, finding the earth bare and 


This writer also marvels at the great- 


broad spirit of humanity and progress 
which underlies them. He is not alone 
in the lesson which he has learned. 
Other individuals and other nations 
have recognized thé truths which he 
so freely sets forth, and are willing to 
accord to us the place which we de- 
serve in the civilization of today, and 
very justly might our great Columbian 
Exposition be denominated “Liberty 
enlightening the world.’ 

What our foreign visitors saw at 
Chicago will very naturally lead them 
to make comparisons between this land 
and other lands, to study the differ- 
ences in government, and the principles 
which underlie them, and to determine 
for themselves under what form the 
people are most prosperous and hap- 
piest, and are making the most de- 
sirable and lasting progress. And we 
need not fear that we shall suffer by 
the comparison, or that by this repub- 
licanism and self-government will go 
backward. The end of our great fair’s 
lesson is not yet. 


THE INQUISITION AT THE COURTHOUSE. 


The Hagan investigation before the 
Board of Supervisors drags its slow 
length along, the prosecutionenot yet 
being through with its case. But little 
new testimony has been brought out, 
the whole ground having been traversed 
only a few months ago by the same 
prosecutors, substantially. 

Some of the testimony adduced is 
trivial in the extreme. If there has 
been corruption, cruelty or criminal 
neglect on the part of the physician, 


those facts have not been proven. The 


Times calls for the protection of the 
innocent as loudly as it calls for the 
punishment of the guilty. But there 
must first. be a case made out. 

From the former ordeal the County 
Physician came forth blameless. Now 
the inquisition is renewed, at the ex- 
pense of the county, to gratify the im- 
potent spleen of the engineer of a 
boycotting and blackmailing ‘“jim- 
crow” weekly sheet, and apparently 
promote the vaulting ambition of his 
running mate, a political District At- 
torney, who is credited with having an 
eye on ‘the Congressional nomination 
at the hands of the People’s party. 

How is it that certain women of the 
King’s Daughters are lending the name 
of that worthy organization to this 
warmed-over and demagogical inquisi- 
tion? We do not understand that the 
proper work of the Society of the 
King’s Daughters includes _ political 
raids of the sort that is now being 
prosecuted at the Courthouse. Nor do 
we understand that any formal official 
action was taken by the society direct- 
ing this case to be prosecuted “In His 
Name.” The action of individuals can- 
not, therefore, properly be construed as 
the action of the society. 

Before the case closes, we may look 
for significant developments 
touching the ways and means adopted 
by the prosecutors of Dr, Hagan. It is 


‘not likely that the Board of Supervisors 


will suffer themselves to be duped by 
trumped-up testimony, procured by de- 
vious methods, to serve the purposes 
of people with doubtful ends to ac- 
complish. 


A CAUSE 'CELEBRE. 


The Goodspeed-Mansfield inquiry: in 
Judge Clark’s court creates great inter- 
est in the community, on account of 
the prominence of the principal parties 
to it. The charges made, and at- 
tempted to be proven, are serious, and, 
as far as they affect Gen. Mansfield 
personally, or the integrity of his 
course in the matter, they profoundly 
astonish the entire people among whom 
he has lived so long, and among whom 
he has established a very high charac- 
ter for personal honor and probity. 
The defense is yet to have its day in 
court, and the face of the case may 
yet undergo a complete metamorphosis. 
Certainly every well-meaning citizen 
of this community hopes that the case 
will not be suffered to go off upon 
technicalities, that the right will pre- 
vail in the end, that justice will be 
done, and that our trust in human 
character may not receive a shock. 


The croakers who were going about 
prophesying a dry season are now busy 
hunting up their umbrellas and rub 
bers. The rain has come; it has come 
in good time, and it is a good, soaking 
one. Perhaps it is better that it held 
off so long, for there are many who be- 
lieve that the best seasons for the 
farmers are those where no rain falls 
until after Christmas. The present 
rain will be of great benefit, not only 
to the country, but also to the city. 
It will cleanse the streets and flush the 
sewers. As to the farmers, it would 
be a difficult matter to express in dol- 
lays and cents the benefit which they 
will derive from this bounteous mois- 
ture. While it is true that irrigation 
in this section to a great extent takes 
the place of the natural rainfall, there 
are still extensive sections where wheat 
and hay are raised, besides large areas 
of grazing country, and these still de- 
pend upon the rain which falls from 
heaven “on the just and the unjust.”’ 


We referred recently to the industry 
of packing fish in Southern California, 
and mentioned that an establishment of 
this kind was about to be opened in 
San Pedro. We are pleased to note 
that work has commenced already, 
and that quantities of sardines are 
being packed. There is one point about 
the industry, which it is to be hoped 
will soon be changed. We mean that 
California olive oil should be used in 
packing the fish. At present both the 
domestic and imported olls are used. 
When California oil is used entirely 
in ‘this industry, and there are a 
number of other establishments of the 
same kind at work. the market for 
olive oil will be largely increased. The 
present prices at which the best quality 
of California olive oil is sold are al- 
most too high for it to be used in pack- 
ing fish or other products, 


It is pleasing to note that Queen Vic- 
toria, who, whatever her failings may be 
is a lady of benevolent disposition, has 
ordered the cruel and unnecessary 
check-rein to be abolished in the royal 
stables. There is really no reason why 
this instrument of torture should con- 
tinue to be used. It is supposed to 
add style to the appearance of a fine 
team, but the champing of the horses 
under the restraint of the check-rein 
is really an indication of the torment 
which they are undergoing, and would 
not be permitted by any true friend of 
the brute kind if the matter was once 
considered in the proper light, 


Nothing stirs Ane average American 
heart like the announcement of an in- 
ternational yachting regatta in which 
our insular cousins are party to the 
contest. No sport is purer, healthier 
or less injurious to the participants 
than yachting and, when there is added 


the claims of the respective types of 
craft for superior merit, none is more 
interesting. The announcement, there- 
fore, that some plucky American, whose 
name is as yet unknown, has accepted 
Victor Montague’s challenge and is 
having a boat constructed to compete 
with the latter's new yacht, will 
awaken all the interest that centered in 
the great trials between the Valkyrie 
and Vigilant, and which was by no 
means satiated. There is only one dis- 
appointing feature about the announce- 
ment, and that is that the American

Estimated Value of the 
Water Plant. 


The Water Supply Committee’s 
Report Presented. 


Three Hundred Thousand Dollars 
Allowed for the Franchise. 


The Pigures of Messrs. Peirce and Shafer Cut 
in Two, and There is Some to 
Spare—An Exhaustive 
Document. 


The Water Supply Committee of the 
City Council, with City Engineer Dock- 
weiler, yesterday presented their re- 
port on the estimated value of the 
plant of the City Water Company, and 
what they deemed a proper price for 
the purchase of said plant. The com- 
mittee finds that the assessed valuation 
of the company’s property is $497,185, 
the real value of which they estimate 
at $1,190,282.50. They allow $300,000 for 
the unexpired franchise, which brings 
the amount up to $1,490,882.50, which 
they recommend as the pr r price to 
offer for the same. This is something 
like $1,800,000 less than the price at 
which Messrs. Peirce and Shafer prof- 
fered the property to the city. The 
Council adopted the report of the com- 
mittee, and the formal offer will be 
made on that basis. The report is a 
very voluminous document, going into 
all the details, and is as follows: 

THE REPORT. 

To the honorable Council of the city 
of Los Angeles—Gentlemen: The Com- 
mittee on Water Supply beg leave to 
submit the following: ’ 

At a meeting of your honorable body 


‘held on October, 23, 1893, your commit- 


tee was instructed to report to the 
Council such a price for the purchase 
of the City Water Company’s plant as 
they deemed a proper price for the 
purchase of said plant. 

At a meeting held on November 16, 
your honorable body added the City 
Engineer to this committee. 

In compiling the list of the properties 
owned and controlled by the Los Ange- 


les City Water Company and 
allied corporations, the following 
data was used: A_ schedule pre- 
pared by the representatives of 


the above companies, which failed to 
give any statement of quantity, qual- 
ity, size and condition of the distribu- 
tion system in use inthis city. (This 
is the document included in Messrs. 
Peirce and Shafer’s communication, 
dated October 7, to the Mayor and City 
Council, wherein the properties therein 
listed are offered to the city for the 
sum of $3,300,000, which communication 
is appended to the report of the Water 
Supply Committee to City Council Oc- 
tober 9, 1893.) 

Maps showing water pipes and exca- 
vations of streets in various parts of 
the city. 

In order fo be perfectly “fair to all 
concerned, we have tried to secure the 
co-operation of the representatives of 
the water companies in compiling this 
report, and to that effect we sent the 
following letter: 
“LOS ANGELES (Cal.,). Dec. 19, 1893. 

“S. H. Mott, Esq., secretary of the 
City Water Company, northwest corner 
Alameda and Marchessault streets, 
city—Dear Sir: Members of the City 
Council, in connection with the City 
Engineer, have made a list of the num- 
ber of miles of the different-sized water 
pipe in the city; also a list of other 
pro y belonging to your company, 
and the same in regard to the Crystal 
Springs Company, for the purpose of 
estimating a price which we would be 
willing to offer for said property. 

‘*‘We ask that you, or your represent- 
atives, meet with at 10 o'clock a.m., 
December 21, 1893. at the Board of Pub- 
lic Works’ room, in the City Hall, for 
the purpose of checking over said list, 
and giving us such information as you 
may desire. Yours respectfully, 

“F. S. MUNSON, 
“Chairman of Water Committee.”’ 

To this the following replies were re- 
ceived: 

“LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) Dec. 21, 1893. 

*“*Hon. F. Munson, chairman Water 
Committee, city—Dear Sir: I beg toac- 
knowledge receipt of your favor of the 
19th inst., with reference to the Los 
Angeles City Water Company and the 
Crystal Springs Land and Water Com- 

y, verifying your list of the proper- 
ties and pipes now owned by these com- 
panies. These companies have made 
no proposition to the city of Los Ange- 
les, or anybody else, for the sale of 
their properties, and have been in no 
negotiations with the city. 

‘We had supposed that you under- 
stood that other parties had an option 
to purchase the stock of the present 
stockholders in both companies, and 
any negotiations for the purchase of 
the properties would have to be con- 
ducted with them, or at least through 
them; and we can see no good that 
could be accomplished by our accepting 
your invitation to go over these lists 
which you have prepared, First, be- 
cause we could negotiate no sale if we 
desired, and, second, in view of the po- 
sition which the city at present takes 
respecting a large portion of the prop- 
erties claimed by these co ies, we 
do not think it possible that we could 
agree upon what the properties of the 
companies are.

“LOS ANGELBS (Cal.,) Dec. 21, 1893. 

“Hon. F. S. Munson, chairman Water 
Committee, city—Dear Sir: As attor- 
ney for R. B. F. Peirce and John C. 
Shafer, the holders of an option to 
purchase the stock of the Los Angeles 
City Water Company, and the Crystal 
Springs Land and Water Company, the 
secretary of these companies, has shown 
to me a communication sent by you, 
under date of December 19, requesting 
a verification, and checking over a list 
of the properties of such companies, 
together with an estimate of the value 
of the same. . 

“T understand that when Mr. Peirce 
was here he declined to make any mod- 
ification of the price that he had fixed 
upon the property, and if you did not 
so understand it at the time, now, as 
the duly-authorized representative of 
Messrs. Peirce and Shafer, I wish to 
say that it was so understood by them, 
and since Mr. Peirce went Bast, we 
had not supposed that the tter was 
before your committee at a 

“T feel well assured that you will 
bear me out in the statement that 
Messrs. Peirce and Shafer never made 
any offer to sell the property to the 
city, but fixed the price upon the prop- 
erty which they felt that they could 
control, solely at the earnest and ur- 

nt solicitation of the city authorities. 

hat price not being satisfactory, I am 
wholly unable to see, or understand 
why any:-estimate of the value of the 
property should be made by your com- 
mittee, or the City Council, other than 
would be made of the property of any 
other citizen of the city of Los An- 
geles. 

“The parties are not desirous of sell- 
ing the property, in the event that they 
acquire the same, and, for that rea- 
son do not care to continue any fur- 
ther negotiations. ' 

“Thanking you, and each member of 
the committee for the kindness, cour- 
tesy and consideration which you have 
shown us in this matter, I am, respect-

We have prepared an itemized state- 


ment of the properties of the various 


water companies, giving the assessed) 


valuation of the same, wherever obtain- 
able, also the committee’s estimate, for 
the purpose of this report of the same. 

What is known as the Crystal Springs 
Land and Water Company’s property, 
we have estimated at $192,995; this 
property is assessed at $9850. It con- 
sists of thirty-six acres of land, lying 
in thé Rancho Los Feliz, by the side of 
the Los Angeles River, about five mileg 
north of the city; also, a right-of-way 
over twenty acres of said rancho. 

By means of underground pipes laid 
on this property, and rights-of-way, 
about nine million gallons of water are 
gathered daily and led to the city. 
The items which go to make up this 
estimate are shown upon the detailed 
statement. 

We have not estimated the price for 
any water on Crystal Springs, for ‘the 
reason that it is river water, and be- 
longs to the city. Judge Van Dyke, in 
rendering his decision in the suit of 
the City vs. Crystal Springs Land and 
Water Company, stated that the city 
owned both the surface and under- 
ground water of the river. 

The ownership of this underground 
water is what Mr. Mott evidently re- 
fers to in his reply to our letter, as 
quoted above, wherein he says: “In 
view of the position which the city at 
present takes respecting a large por- 
tion of the properties claimed by these 
companies, we do not think it possible 
that we could agree upon what the 
properties of the companies dre.’’ 

The Garvanza, or Arroyo Seco system, 
consists of a right-of-way over 1572 
acres of land, lying in the Arroyo Seco, 
south of the Terminal Railroad bridge, 
and lands adjoining the town of Gar- 
vanza. About one million gallons of 
water per day are gathered by means 
of 2000 feet of twenty-inch cement 
pipe, laid beneath the bed of the Ar- 
royo Seco, and led to the city by 
means of eleven-inch sheet-iron 
pipe, as far as East Los Angeles, when 
the size of the pipe is reduced, and 
the water is carried on to the Florence 
Terrace reservoir, built on city land. 

The point in the Arroyo Seco where 
the water is gathered, will ultimately 
receive the drainage of cesspools and 
privy vaults in the town of Garvanza 
and adjoining properties, and this fact 
will render the water dangerous to 
health. Notwithstanding these objec- 

ions, this water could be used for 
flushing sewers and sprinkling streets, 
and your committee have estimated 
that the city can pay $18,000 for said 
property rights» 

The headings under which the differ- 
ent items of the Garvanza or Arroyo 
Seco system are estimated, are shown 
upon the detailed statement. 

The East Side water system or ‘‘Haz- 
ard’s’”’ consists of a pumping station 
located upon about two acres of land, 
containing springs on the westerly side 
of Mission road, west of the County 
Hospital. This plant raised water into 
the Florence Terrace reservoir, but is 
not used at present. The Florence 
Terraee reservoir is located on city 
land, at present, supplied from Gar- 
vanza, and some _ distribution pipes 
complete this system, assessed valua- 
tion, $1400, estimated by committee, 
$9700, The items which go to make up 
this estimate are. given in detailed 
statement. 

The Citizens’ Water Company, sup- 
plying the hill portion of the city ly- 
ing west of the river, the village of 
Ivanhoe, and people living in the Ca- 
huenga foothills, near Ivanhoe. 

The Ivanhoe reservoir receives its 
water direct from the surface flow of 
the river by means of the canal and 
reservoir ditch. This reservoir is 
merely a depression in the ground, 
with an embankment thrown around 
three sides of it, and has been con- 
demned by the Board of Health. 

By the. side of this, reservoir is. the 
Ivanhoe pumping plant, which supplies 
two small reservoirs in the Iwanhoe 
subdivision, both of which are outside 
of the city. The entire water supply 
of the Citizens’ Water Company was 
formerly taken from the Ivanhoe res- 
ervoir by means of a sheet iron pipe, 
and delivered into a sump located at 
College and Pearl streets, from which 
it was pumped into two high-service 
reservoirs, one located on the crest of 
the hills above the Sister’s Hospital, 
the other on Pear! street, above College 
street. This supply is now abandoned, 
and the Citizens’ Water Company's 
reservoirs are now supplied from the 
City Water Company’s reservoir by 
means of a sheet-iron pipe leading 
from the main pumping station at said 
reservoir, along Buena Vista and Col- 
lege streets, to the above-mentioned 
reservoirs of said company. 

The distribution systerh lying outside 
and around the northwest corner of the 
city known as Cahuenga and Ivanhoe, 
which supply the settlements of Ivan- 
hoe and a portion of Cahuenga, we 
have not investigated, but have just 
doubled the yalues given in the sworn 
statement of the secretary of the water 
company to the County Assessor, as- 
sessed value $3800, doubled by commit- 
tee, $7600. 

Including the Cahuenga and Ivanhoe 
distribution systems above mentioned 
(excluding the distribution system in 
the city which is estimated under the 
heading of “General Distribution Sys- 
tem”) the committee estimate the 
above and other properties as fully 
set forth in the itemized statement at 
$52,420; assessed at $18,655. 

The City Water Company’s system, 
exclusive of the foregoing, consists of 
the city reservoir, located on city land 
in Elysian Park, in a small canyon 
leading to the river, a short distance 
above Buena Vista-street bridge. 

The water supplied to the reservoir 
comes from the river and is delivered 
through the pipes and conduits of the 
Crystal Springs Land and Water Com- 
pany. The inlet to the reservoir is a 
tunnel also built on city land at the 
upper end, and the outlet is through 
a gate-house or tower, from which the 
distribution system is taken and con- 
trolled at the lower end where the dam 
is constructed. 

Below this dam, also upon city land, 
the main pumping station is built, 
which comprises two brick buildings, 
in one of which is located the pumps 
and two steam boilers, and in the 
other a Pelton waterwheel is erected 
which is driven by water led from a 
point in the river at Crystal Springs 
through a wooden flume belonging to 
the Crystal Springs Land and Water 
Company, laid parallel to the main sup- 
ply conduits of said company. 

This pumping plant supplies the Citi- 
zen’s Water Company with water and 
the force main is included in “The 
General Distribution System.” Apart 
from the distribution system the above 
properties, lands, buildings, tools, office- 
fixtures, etc., as set forth in the detailed 
Statement, are estimated by the com- 
err at $90,660; the assessed value is 
In the above estimate the city reser- 
voir improvements are valued at 
$50,000. The pumping plant at $15,000. 

In no case where the land belongs to 
the city has the same been valued 
by the committee, only the improve- 
ments thereon, which belong to. the 
different water companies, have been 
estimated by us. 

From our investigation of the gen- 
eral distribution system, we have esti- 
mated the total number of miles of 
pipe laid at 221.06 lineal miles, which 
we have estimated at $621.100; as- 
sessed at $455,465. We have found two 
or more lines of pipe in certain streets, 
which have been included in the esti- 
mate. In the above estimate 127.4 miles 
of pipe are two and three-inch diam- 
eter, 75.6 miles of pipe between four 
and eight-inch diameter, and 18,06 miles 
between ten-inch and twenty-two-inch 
Of the total estimated miles of pipe 
127.4 miles are screw. pipe, 68.73 miles 
are sheet iron and 24.93 miles are cast 
iron pipe. 

The unusually a mileage of small 
sized pipes, principal epvend in the resi- 
dence quarters of the city, is one of 
the sources of the scanty supply of 
water, besides being hardly a size suffi- 
cient to afford en enough 
water to cone with possible a- 


tions in the portion of the town in 
which they are built. . 

At the present rate of the. city’s 
growth it will be only a question of a 
short time before larger pipes will be 
required wherever they are now laid. 

It will be noticed that 68.73 miles of 
the general distribution system are 
estimated as sheet-iron pipe; these 
pipes are of various. sizes, running 
from 4 inches up to 22 inches in diam- 
eter, Many of these pipes have been 
laid a great number of years, and it 
is fair to presume have consequently 
rusted somewhat. We have estimated 
Separately the specials, including Ts, 
elbows, valves, etc., at $35,000, whiéh 
are part of the general distribution 
system; also 260 fire hydrants at $15,- 
600. Cast and sheet-iron pipes on hand, 
4 1-4 miles, estimated at $20,200. 

The connections from the 
mains to the curbs, estimated at 13,000 
in number, have been paid for by con- 
Sumers at the rate of about $12 per 
conection. As the estimated cost of 
each connection is about $5, your com- 
mittee do not believe that the water 
companies are entitled to any addi- 
tional remuneration therefor. 

In making these estimates, we have 
allowed the sum of $26,400 for excava- 
ting and repaving paved streets, on 
the basis of relaying the entire system 
with new pipes—in fact, duplicating it. 

In addition to the foregoing estimate, 
the sum of 10 per cent. (to cover con- 
tingent expenses, engineering, super- 
intendence, etc., etc.,) amounting to 
$108,207.50 should be added. to the 
Same; thus making the total estimate 
of your committee, for the purpose of 
this report, of all the properties, rights- 
of-way, etc., as more particularly set 
forth in the itemized statement pre- 
pared by us, of the Los Angeles City 
Water Company and allied corpora- 
tions, $1,190,282.50. 

e lease or franchise of the Los 
Angeles City Water Company is now as- 
sessed at $75,000 per year, and the lease 
does not expire until June of 1898. 
Your committee consider that an ad- 
ditional sum of $300,000 should be added 
to our above estimate as a fair valua- 
tion of the unexpired term of said 
lease or franchise. 

We herewith append the itemized 
statement prepared by us. 

The report then gives a tabulated 
statment in detail of the property of 
the water company, including the 
franchise, with the assessed valuation 
and the estimated price put upon it by 
the committee. The following is the 
summary:

“All our cities of importance print 
such information, and the city officers 
are constantly in receipt of requests 
for the printed reports of this city.

Bids for improvements on Sixth 
street, Star street and Eleventh street 
were read and referred to the Board 
of Public Works. . 

The other bids which were read and 
referred to that committee were the 
following: 

Seventh-street sewer: John Rebman, 
work complete, $59,000; T. W. Young, 
sewer, $2.16 per lineal foot; manholes, 
$1 each; flushtanks, $1 each. (The last. 
two named figures are what were plain- 
ly written on the bid.) M. H. Fo'an, 
sewer, including manholes, flushtanks 
= lampholes complete, $2.20 per lineal 
oot. 

The Finance Committee reported rec- 
ommending that the petitions of 8S. 
Strohm and A. C. Stephenson, asking 
the return of small sums paid on er- 


roneous assessments, be granted. 
Adopted. 

The recommendation of the same 
committee that Mrs. J. A. Keys, the 


wife of the keeper of the City Hospital, 
be not allowed $20 per month as recom- 
mended by the Board of Health, was 
also adopted. 

The demands were read and Counéil- 
man Pessell voted against their ap- 
proval. 

President Teed said there must be 
something wrong if Mr. Pessell would 
vote that way and followed suit. 

This made the vcte 5 to 2, which 
was not sufficient to pass the demands. 

Councilman Pessell declined to state 
his reason for not voting to approve 
them. 

A recess was then taken till 2 o’clock. 


Afternoon Session. 

At the afternoon session action on 
the appeal from the decision of the 
Street Superintendent in accepting 
work on Lyell street was deferred fer 
another week. 

In the matter of the Hutchinson ap- 
parent shortage the City Attorney re- 
ported the following: 

“You have referred to me the matter 
of the shortage “in the Street Superin- 
tendent’s office, amounting to $1204.40, 
with instructions to institute suit for 
its collection. In order to ascertain the 
proper person to sue, I have made con- 
siderable investigation as the details 
of the transfer of the office from Mr. 
Hutchinson to Mr. Watson, with the 
following result: Mr. Hutchinson said 
that there was in the safe, in money, 
$878.46, which had been collected for 
incidentals upon various streets, and at 
the time of the transfer of the office 
this money was turned over to Mr. 
Watson. Mr. Baldwin, his.deputy, cor- 
roborates this statement, and said that 
he knew this money was turned over 
to Mr. Watson, or to his deputy, Mr. 
Stewart. Mr. Watson as well as Mr. 
Stewart denied that the money had 
been left in the safe, or turned over 
to them. Mr. Watson also stated that 
he had given Mr. Hutchinson a receipt 
for all the tools and other property be- 
longing to the office, but no receipt 
for the money. When I asked Mr. 
Hutchinson for this receipt he said 
that it had been mislaid, but he was 
making a throrough search for the 
same. Today he has shown me a receipt 
dated January 3, 1893, receipting for a 
long list of property, including —tools, 
etc., and also for the sum of $878.46 for 
incidentals, to be deposited. This is 
signed by D. A. Watson, Street Su- 
perintendent. In view of these facts I 
refer the matter back for further in- 
structions.’”’ Referred to the Special 
Committee on the Street Superintend- 
ent’s office. 

FIRST-STREET WIDENING. 

The City Attorney further reported: 

“In the matter of the widening of 
First street between Main and Los An- 
geles streets I find that the protest 
upon its face represents more than a 
& majority of the property owners to 
be assessed, but among these signae 
tures are those of a large number who 
signed as agents, attorneys-in-fact, 
officers of corporations and executors 
and guardians, the most of whom have 
shown no authority in writing for 
signing the same. Quite a number 
have filed with the clerk ratifications 
by their principals of their signing the 
protest, and several of the executors 
and guardians have obtained orders of 
the court also ratifying and approving 
the action of such executors and guard- 
ians. All of these ratifications and 
orders were obtained long after the 
filing of the protest, and only in one 
or two instances has it been shown that 
authority existed for such signings at 
the time the protest was filed with the 
City Clerk. The statute says that 
the filing of a protest signed by a ma- 
jority of the property-owners to be as- 
sessed shall be a bar to the proceedings 
for twelve months. The right to pro- 
test being limited toa certain time, and 
the filing of the protest within that 
time operating of itself as a bar,I am 
of the opinion that no authorization or 
ratification subsequent to the filing of 
the protest can confer, for the pur- 
poses of a protest, authority which did 
not exist at the time of such signing. 
The doctrine of ratification, as ordi- 
narily applied between principals and 
agents, binds the principal as to the 
time of the performance of the act by 
the agent, but cannot affect the rights 
of third parties intervening in the 
meanwhile, as in this case, the persons 
desiring the opening of the street had 
acquired the right to have it opened, 
and the Council had acquired jurisdic- 
tion to proceed with the work before 
these ratifications came into existence. 
While this protest, in my opinion, is 
leaaiiy insufficient, yet it may be con- 
sidered for the purpose of ascertaining 
the sentiment of the property-owners 
as to whether or not they desire the 
street opened. Inasmuch as many 
legal questions will arise (about which 
I may be mistaken) and much litiga- 
tion will ensue in case you proceed 
under the ordinance, and inasmuch as 
a large number of the property-owners 
who would be most benefited by the 
widening have protested against the 
same, and the delay which will neces- 
sarily ensue in determining the legality 
of the proceedings will stop the con- 
struction of the building to be erected 
by the German-American Savings Bank, 
I am of the opinion it would be better 
to abandon the widening of this street 
under the present pro ings.’”’ 

J. L. Murphey, Esq., was heard. He 
said that after long delays the matter 
was in shape so that those who were 
in favor of public improvements had 
the legal status of the matter in their 
favor. The protest was not legally suf- 
He had a proposition to make. 
It had been stated that if the work 
were to proceed, there would be likely 
to be an extended litigation. In be- 
half of the petitioners he would say 
that should there be any litigation 
they would pay the costs. Should the 
City Attorney need assistance in de- 
fending the city in the matter, they 
would furnish such assistance. 

Walter Bordwell, Esq., spoke in be- 
half of the protestants against the 
widening. 

Councilman Strohm moved to aban- 
don proceedings. 

There was no second, and Council- 
man Campbell moved to deny the pro- 
test, and to proceed with the work. 
He said the city was growing, and if 
the Council did not proceed at this 
time, it might never have another op- 
portunity. 

Councilman Strohm gave as his rea- 
son for making the motion to abandon, 
that he believed it would be better 
to commence over again. 

Councilman Nickell said he did not 
believe it best to court litigation.’ His 
experience in this, and in the previous 
Council was in conformity with such 
belief. 

Councilman Munson said he thought 
the Council ought not to fall into the 
trap which a former Council had. It 
was generally admitted that the Coun- 
cil which widened a part of the street 
and did not widen another part, made 
a@ great mistake. It was not altogether 
the city of the present, but the city of 
the future here which should be pro- 
tected. 

The motion of Councilman Campbell 
was carried by a vote of 5 to 3, The} 


ordinance ordering the widening was 
then presented, and the names of N. 

E. Davidson, Joseph Byer and Charles 

Petler. were inserted as commissioners 

for the widening. 

The ordinance being placed on its 
passage, failed to carry, the vote being 
5 to 3. (A little later, Concilman Gaf- 
fey, who had up to this time’ been ab- 
sent during the afternoon session, en- 
tered, and Mr. Campbell moved to re- 
consider the vote on the passage of 
the ordinance. The chair ruled that 
having voted in its favor, Mr. Camp- 
bell could not have such motion enter- 
tained. Councilman Gaffey moved to 
reconsider, but the chair would not en- 
tertain his motion on the ground that 
he was not present when the vote was 
taken. Thus the matter of the First- 
street widening was allowed, at least 
temporarily, to drop. 

OTHER LEGAL OPINIONS. 


The report of the City Attorney con- 
tinued, as follows: 

‘In the matter of the cemetery near 
the intersection of Ninth street with 
the line of Figueroa street, as shown 
on the Hancock map, before I can 
tell whether the city has parted with 
its title thereto, and whether said 
cemetery can yet be used for burying 
purposes, it ill be necessary for me to 
have a complete abstract of the prop- 
erty.’’ Filed. 

“I have prepared and herewith pre- 
sent draft of contract and bond with 
U. G. Baldwin for the construction of 
cobble gutters on Hope street, 
tween Sixth street and south line of 
Normal School grounds.’ Filed. 

“As instructed by you, I have pre- 
pared and herewith present the fol- 
lowing ordinances: 

“An ordinance appointing certain 
commissioners for the opening of Sun- 
set Boulevard.’’ Adopted, and Messrs. 
Lamored, McKoon and Scarborough 
selected. 

“An ordinance appointing commis- 
sioners for the work of widening Third 
street.”” Adopted, and N. E. Davidson, 
Charles Pitter and Joseph Bayer se- 
lected. 

“An ordinance giving property-own- 
ers permission to grade Michigan ave- 


nue by private contract.’’ Laid over 
one week. 
ordinamce granting: property- 


owners permission to grade a portion 
of Bridge street, by private contract.” 
Laid over one week. 

‘Im the matter of the communication 
of the Board of Supervisors, in 
to the grading of Alameda street, and 
the diversion of storm-water, I recom- 
mend that the same be filed.”” Adopted. 

FIRE-ALARM BIDS. 

The matter of the recommendation of 
the Fire Commission, that the bid of 
the Gamewell Company be accepted, 
coming up, Commissioners Brodrick 
and McLain and Mayor Rowan ap- 
peared. 

Commissioner Brodrick called atten- 
tion to the fact that Mr. Lowe of the 
Pacific Insurance Union, had written 
to the Mayor that the proposed sys- 
tem would be entirely satisfactory to 
the union. He said, further, that the 
apparatus was intended to be merely 
added to the present system. 

The recommendation of the Fire Com- 
mission was adopted, but without a 
roll-call vote. 3 

REQUISITIONS. 

The requisitions, as passed upon by 
the Supply Committee, were approved, 
except one for $1600, for repairs to a 
fire engine, which requisition was re- 
ferred back to the Fire Commission. 

Councilman Pessell moved that the 
vote by which the demands presented 
at the morning session had been re- 
jected be reconsidered. Adopted. 

It was announced that one of the 
demands .was for $206, from B. ll, 
for expert testimony. in thé Crystal 
Springs suit. President. Teed said the 
City Attorney had stated to. him that 
inasmuch as Mr. Bassell had been for 
some time in the employ of the city, 
and had, while in such employ, gained 
the knowledge by which he was able 
to give expert testimony, it was, there- 
fore, believed that the demand was 
not a legal one. 

City Engineer Dockweiler stated that 
he had approved the demand because 
it was the net amount after Mr. Bas- 
sell’s regular salary for the time had 
been deducted from his charges for 
services as expert. Mr. Bassell had 
done a great deal of work, in addition to 
eight hours per day, in preparing for 
the case, in which preparation he had 
been engaged for a number of months. 
The demand was almost exactly simi- 
lar to one which had been presented 
by a man named Hawgood, not long 
ago, and paid. It was generally ad- 
mitted that Mr. Bassell’s evidence in 
the Crystal Springs suit, had been very 
valuable to the city. 

The demand was referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee, in conjunction with 
the City Attorney. The other demands 
were approved. 

THE WATER SUPPLY. 

The report of the Water Supply Com- 
mittee (as published in full in another 
column) was read by the clerk. 

Councilman Munson moved to adopt 
the report. 

Council Gaffey wanted first to have 
an oportunity to look over the report 
before voting to adopt it. 

Cuncilman Nickell said that he be- 
lieved the Council should, at this time, 
vote either to adopt or reject the re- 


t. 

 Gonneiiansis Rhodes said that, to his 
knowledge, the committee had spent 
much time and labor in preparing the 
report. Although he did not think 
there was any danger of the company 
doing much with it, he was in favor of 
going ahead.. 

The report was adopted. 

The contractor doing work on Thirty- 
second street was granted an extension 
of seven days’ time. 

The Street Superintendent presented 
a communication recommending that 
the Street Inspector’s salary be in- 
creased, instead of allowing him street- 
ear fare, which latter method was 
rather unsatisfactory. Adopted. 

President Teed moved that the atten- 
tion of the Board of Public Works be 
called to the condition of Union avenue 
and Hoover street, and that measures 
be taken for its improvement. 
Adopted, 

FINAL ORDINANCES PASSED. 

On reports from the City Clerk that 
it would be in order to pass final ordi- 
nances, they were passed for the fol- 
lowing: Grading Centennial street, 
from Alpine street to Bellevue avenue; 
grading Broadway, between Temple 
and Sand streets; grading Sand street, 
between Temple and Castelar streets; 
grading Carrol avenue, from Douglas 
street, 400 feet west.

A Democrat's Protest Against Free Wool. 

LOS ANGELBS, Dec. 22.—(To the Ed- 
itor of The Times.) In a few days our 
Representatives in Congress will be 
called upon to diseuss e dariff bill. 
as Yéported from the Committee on 
Ways and Means, and it is, perhaps, 
not too late to sound a note of warn- 
ing against the placing of wool on the 
free list, as proposed 

Although the friends of most of the 
articles which are to be admitted free, 
under the new tariff law, have been 
heard from through the medium of 
the public prints, I have noticed but 
little discussion of the question of fre 


wool; yet this is a matter of great in: | 


terest to the country at large, and 
our own State of California in partic- 
ular. 

I take it for granted that when Con- 
gress meets, it is to make laws for 
the good of our whole country, and 
not for the benefit of any State or sec- 
tion. Yet it is in the very nature of 
things that much of our legislation 
must be accomplished by the compro- 
mise of conflicting interests, and the 
Senators and Representatives are sup- 
posed to protect the special interests 
of their own States, as against those 
of any or all of the others. Their 
first allegiance is due to the States 
which they represent in Congress, and 
this paramount allegiance to our partic- 
ular interests should cause our Cali- 
fornia Congiessional delegation, re- 
gacdless of party affiliations, to work 
and fight as a unit against the prop- 
osition of placing wool on the free 
list. 

The production of wool is one of our 
principal California industries. Nearly 
every county of this great and glo- 
rious State has its quota of sheep, and 
its proportionate share of wool. On the 
ist of January, 1892, there were in Cali- 
fornia more than four million sheep, 
producing annually over twenty-four 
million pounds of wool, With the pres- 
ent protective tariff on wool, all. our 
waste lands, as well as out wheat, 
ley, and corn stubble, can be utilized. 
thus benefiting the land-owners and 
farmers, while a great many people 
make a4 living in the sheep business, 
thereby adding directly and indirectly 
to the wealth and prosperity of our 
State. Should, however, wool be placed 
the free list, it would force most 
our sheep-raisers out of the busi- 
ness, and the number of sheep, and the 
production of wool, would be reduced 
to such a fearful rate as to amount 
practically to the destruction of this 
most desirable and valuable industry. 
and rendering valueless hundreds of 
thousands of acres fit for nothing but 
pasture, as well as the stubble on our 
agricultural lands. 

It is claimed free wool will reduce 
the cost of manufactured goods, and, 
by enabling us to compete more suc- 
cessfully in foreign markets, stimulate 
our exports, increase our production 
of woolen goods and give increased 
employment to skilled and unskilled la- 
bor. While this is probably true to a 
great extent, it should be borne in 
mind that California is a producing 
and not a manufacturing State. While 
we should suffer from the decline in 
the price of the raw product, other 
States would reap the benefit of the 
expected increase in manufacturing ac- 
tivity. 

We have had woolen mills in opera 
tion at San Francisco, Oakland, Marys- 
ville, Los Angeles, and other places, 
at a time when freights were so high 
that it cost from 2% to 5% cents per 
pound to skip and sell the raw mate- 
rial in the East. Adding to this the 
heavy freight charges on the manu- 
factured goods, returning west, it will 
be seen the California mills were in a 
much more advantageous position to 
compete with the Eastern manufactur- 
ers than they are today. Yet, in spite 
of these apparent advantages, the 
woolen mills in our State could never 
compete with the East. Three large 
woolen mills that ‘were established in 
San Francisco had to go into liquida- 
tion, and I do not know of any mills 
being operated at present in any part 
of California. If there be any, they 
must be running at a loss. 

If free wool will bring about bene- 
ficial results, they will be felt in the 
manufacturing, not in the producing 
States. California will gain nothing 
fn return for the sacrifice of -one of 
fits great producing industries. The in- 
terests of the farmers and land-owners 
are closely interwoven with those of 
the sheepmen in this matter. Let us 
then all work together, and instruct our 
Representatives in Congress to protect 
this great sheep industry; let us give 
“a good pull,andastrong pull, and a 
pull altogether,’’ and, perhaps, we may 
yet succeed in averting that threaten- 
ing danger to our prosperity, known as 


“free wool.”

THE SALOON PROBLEM 


The Matter Further Considered 
by the Commissioners. 


The Attention of the Council Officially Called 
to Evasions of the Law by Means 
of the Restaurant 
License. 


The Police Commission met yester- 
day morning, with Commissioners, Wel- 
don, Arnold and Bosbyshell present. 

Commissioner Bosbyshell was asked 
to preside. 

The Chief reported favorably on the 
application of Thomas Coan for # 
transfer of license at No. 1146 East 
First street, from L. Schmidt, and the 


same was granted. , 

The petitions of Wilson & Belola- 
vek for a transfer of license at No. 231 
North Los Angeles street, from H. Bas- 
tino, and the petition of C. M. mage 

transfer of license at No. 
Nosth Main street, from C. Arthurs 
were also granted on reports of the 
Chief. 

The petitions referred to the Chief 
were those of Tuetana & Lesser for a 
lieense at No. 635 Buena Vista strect; 
Gleaser & Campbell, for a transfer of 
license at No. 712 East First street, 
from E. S. Morton, and of Charles Ar- 
thurs, for transfer of license at No. 416 
North Main street from Spenetta Bros. 

The application of John Houser for 
appointment as special policeman was 
referred to the.Chief. 

The conumittee to whom was referred 
thé matter of the reports of officers re- 
garding violations of the ordinances by 
saloons submitted the following: 

“Your committee instructed to in- 
vestigate certain reports regarding the 
violation of certain ordinances and po- 
lice regulations by some saloons, would 
beg to submit the following: 

“We believe the Westminister sa- 
loon. corner cof Fourth and Main 
streets, D. J. Lewis proprictor, is being 
conducted in a discrderly manner, and 


we believe city ordinances are being vi- | 


olated by the same. 

“In regard to some of the other places 
on which reports have been made, we 
wish for further time before making 
report, as we believe many of the sa- 
loons are trying to hide behind the res- 
teurant license. Some saloons that 


have had their licenses revoked on ac-- 


count of violation of city ordinances _ 


governing seicons, have taken out 
restaurant licenses, at $2 per month, 
and are selling as much beer and liquor 
as formerly, when they paid $50 for a 
license, saving $48 per month, and un- 
der less restriction. 

“We recommend -the following com- 
munication be presented to the Council 
from this commission: 

‘We, your Police Commission, in try- 
ing to see that the ordinances passed 
by yout honorable body governing or 
regulating the saloons in the retail 
liquor business of this city, find our 
hands practically tied by the connec- 
tion or similarity of certain so-called 
and licensed restaurants and some sa- 
leons. We have revoked the licenses of 
several saloons for viclation of your or- 
dinances, and they have immediately 
been granted a restaurant license, over 
which we have no control, at $2 per 
month, then go on selling beer, etc., 
seven days in the week an 
nights as they choose, with no restric- 
ticns. We have, therefore, not attained 
the object sought, but heve lost the 
city a revenue of $48 net per month in 
each case. We therefore deem it ad- 
visable to acquaint you with these 
fects before further action is taken.’ ”’ 

The report ‘was, cn motion, adopted, 
and the license of D. J. Lewis, for the 
Westminster saloon, at Fourth and 
Main streets, wes ordered revoked. 

The meeting then adjourned. 


FROM HONOLULU. 


Observations on the Situation by a Veteran 
from the States. 

Capt. Richter, of the Soldiers’ 

Home, is in receipt of a letter, conclud- 

ing under date of November 27, from 

Honolulu, written by Mdwin Bailer, a

‘scenes almost indescribable, 


Mr. Bailey is a veteran of 84 years of 
age, but he is evidentiv more thar 
a casual observer of his surroundings. 
From his unofficial position he conveys 
in his letter a yraphic picture of tbe 
Situation there, from which one may 
exact 


ficial dispatches up to date. Mr. Bailey 
writes:’ 

“The whole people are in a very dis- 
satisfied condition, and a revolution is 
imminent. The present provisional 
government will not, if they can by 
any possibility prevent it, allow the 
Queen, Liliuokalani, to be restored to 
the throne. Armed men are marching 
through the streets day and night. 
The present government is enlisting 
men in its army at $40 a month for 
privates, and $250 a month for officers, 
all found. Still the government is in 
a minority, and is beginning to split 
among themselves. Here we feel sure 
that President Cleveland is going to 
restore the Queen, and that there will 
be h—— to pay when that is attempted. 

“Excitement, complications and all 
kinds of rumors are the order of the 
day. Sandbags and cannon are piled 
up around the palace and government 
buildings, and rifles have been distrib- 
uted among those who are in favor 
of the present government.”’ 

The letter also contains a striking 
discription of the writer’s visit to 
Mauna Loa, whose crater, 24 miles in 
circumference, is in constant state of 
eruption. “The waves of liquid fire roll 
like the waves of the ocean,”’ he writes, 
“and dash against the sides of the 
crater, sending fiery spray more than 
fifty feet into the air."’ When the age 
of the writer is taken into considera- 
tion, his faithful reproduction of 


through a dozen pages 
legible manuscript, is 
markable. 

~ Toward the conclusion of his letter, 
referring to the provisional govern- 
ment’s threat of fighting before the 
restoration of the Queen will be permit- 
ted, Mr. Bailey says: 

“What they are going to fight. I do 
not know.

Mrs. Goodspeed Under 
Cross-examination. . 


Péints on Which Her Memory 
is Very Weak. 


The Abacco Episode is Again’ Gone 
Over in Detail. 


A Quarrel Between the Aunt and Niece Yeurs 
Ago, in Which Serious Accusa- 
tions Were Made—Court 
Notes. 


The trial of the sensational contest 
over the guardianship of the person and 
estate of Mrs. Annie A. Pratt, an in- 
competent, was resumed before Judge 
Clark in the Probate Court yesterday, 
most of the day’s session being con- 
sumed in the examination of Mrs. 
Goodspeed, the petitioner, who did not 
makeaso! favorable an impression under 
the fire of cross-questioning to which she 
was subjected, as when giving her tes- 
timony-in-chief on ¥riday last. Owing 
to the number of other matters of mi- 
nor importance upon the probate cal- 
lendar, it as 10:40 o'clock before the 
case was called, and some little time 
was consumed after that by counsel for 
the petitioner, in endeavoring to ob- 
tain two letters, date January 9, 1889, 
and May 20,.1892, written by Mrs. Good- 
speed to her mother, which it was 
claimed were in the possession of the 
other side. Mr. Hanlon announced that 
he had subpoenaed Gen. and Mr. 
Mansfied and Mrs. Cross, for that pur- 
pose, and asked the court to allow 
to call them for examination on that 
point. Leave having been granted, 
Gen. John Mansfield was called, and 
stated that he had looked for such let- 
ters, after being served with tHe sub- 
poena, but had been unaBle to 
find them. He did not know that he 


ever did have them, 


Mes. Mansfield could not remember 
whether she ever had any such let- 
ters in her on. She might have 
had, but, so far as she knew, never 
had. She did not know of anyone ex- 
cept her husband, sister and self, who 
had charge of any of Mrs. Goodspeed’s 
letters. 

rs. Cross did not produce them, 
either; nor did she know where they 
were. She thought, however, that she 
had seen them, but could not say for 
sure, 

Mr. Hanlon then called mpon coun- 
sel for the contestant to produce them. 
but Mr. Campbell replied that they 
were not in his possession, nor had he 
ever seen them. 

Mrs. Goodspeed was then shown cop- 
ies of the letters, which were duly 
identified, and her counsel then asked 
her a few questions relative to the 
management of the Pratt ranch by her 
former husband, R. C. Goodspeed, and 
as to her reasons for segregating her 
own property from that of her father’s 
and mother’s estates. 

After denying that she had told Dr. 
Brainard, or anyone else, that she suf- 
fered from Bright's disease of the kid- 


neys, she was turned over “for cross-: 


examination. - 

She admitted that the last time she 
had han to the ‘ranch was about five 
years ago, and that all she knew of 


what had been done since that time 
was from hearsay, her father and Good- 
speed having told her, prior to the for- 
mer’s death. For the past year her 
own ranch had been segregated from 
the others, because it was easier for 
her to keep her accounts that way, A 
friend from San Francisco had man- 
aged it for her. At first, Mrs. Good- 
speed evinced a disposition to conceal 
the name of her friend, but when ad- 
monished by the Court and her at- 
torney to do so, she stated that he was 
Daniel Hanlon, the father of her at- 
torney. 


She was asked whether she did not [ 
Good 


attempt to have R. C. re- 
moved from the management of her 
mother’s property, and a letter dated 
November 8, 1892, was shown to her, 
but she denied that it was written by 
herself or her son, Charlie, and stated 
that she did not know whose handwrit- 
ing it was. She admitted having writ- 
ten to Gen. Mansfield upon the sub- 
ect, and received a repky from him; 
ut this she thought had been stolen, 
among other papers. The letter she re- 
ferred to as the only one she wrote to 
Gen. Mansfield, but she could neither 
recall when it was written nor the 
contents of her uncle’s respons. 

The romantic elopement with Abacco 
in November, 1864, was then gone in- 
to, and Mrs. Goodspeed was called upon 
to recite the story of her escapade in 
detail, by Mr. Campbell. She was ques- 
tioned very closely upon every incident 
connected with her acquaintance, and 
particularly as to the places where 
she met her lover before their elope- 
ment. She again emphatically denied 
that she had given birth to a child 
in 1864 or 1865, before her marriage to 
Goodspeed, or that she had been at- 
tended on such an occasion by a Dr. 
Hammond. 

In response to a question by: the 
court, Mrs. Goodspeed created some- 
what of a sensation by stating that she 
was now just 38 years of age. 

“Do you mean to say that when you 
met Abacco you were only 8 years of 
age?’’ asked the court. 

After a painful pause Mrs. Goodspeed 
replied that she did not stop to count, 
and the subject was dropped for the 
time being. 

She was then asked whether or not 
in 1872 or 1873, upon the Mansfield 
ranch, in Butte county, she remem- 
bered a certain conversation with Mrs. 
Mansfield, in the presence of her 
mother, which resulted in her calling 
her aunt a beggar, and Mrs. Mansfield 
retorting that, in all events, she never 
had a child by a negro minstrel, and 
that she thereupon appealed to her 
mother, but was told that she had 
brought.it on herself. She denied that 
such a conversation ever occurred. 

A recess was declared until 2 o'clock 
at this juncture. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Upon reconvening, at 2 o’clock, Mrs. 

Goodspeed took the stand, but before 
the cross-examination was resumed, she 
explained to the court that she desired 
to correct her statement as to her age, 
—— should have been 48 instead 
Questioned as to the reason for at- 
tempting to obtain Gcodspeed’s dis- 
charge from the ranch, she admitted 
that it was actuated by revenge, be- 
cause of his treatmént of her. She had 
always considered him the best man 
She knew to take care of the ranch. She 
had never given, or caused to be given, 
him any assurance that he would be re- 
tained on the ranch if he kept out of 
this litigation. 

The only point upon which Mrs, Gooa- 
speed failed to hold her own was with 
reference to her property on Fair Oaks 
street, im San Francisco. When first 
questioned about it, she stated that she 
purchased it from a German lady, Mrs. 
Funcke, most of the money paid for 
it being her own savings, although her 
mother gave her about $2000 of it, but 
she could not remember héw much 
she paid for it. Subsequently, however, 
when asked whether or not a deed was 
on record in San Francisco, showing 
that on November 8, 1885, it was con- 
veyed to her by Mrs. Pratt, the consid- 
eration being love and affection, she 
would not swear that her mother did

PALM SPRINGS. 


Trouble Being Caused by the Indians Over 
ater. 

(Banning Herald, December 21:) Con- 
siderable work is shortly to be begun 
upon Reservation Agua Caliente, No. 2, 
better known as the Palm Springs reser- 
vation. Henry L. Ryan, a civil engi- 
neer in the employ of the Indian de- 
partment, has been here for about ten 
days, surveying the work, which will 
consist of nearly two miles of ditch. 

This will give the Indians water from 
the Palm Valley Company’s ditch, 
which conveys white water into Palm 
Valley. The amount the Palm Valley 
Water Company is supposed to give 
will be twenty-seven inches, and an ad- 
ditional twenty-seven inches if the In- 
dians cultivate over 160 acres of land, 
| As there is no likelihood of the Indians 
improving that much territory, there 
are no great grounds for believing that 
this quantity will be increased over the 
present twenty-seven inches. 

Still there seems to be a chance that 
the Indians will never get twenty- 
seven inches of water from the Palm 
Valley Company's ditch. In the first 
place,. the Bear Valley Company, 
which owns the Palm Valley Water

The people of 
Palm Springs, beyond two, have no in- 
terest in Chino or Andreas Canyon 
waters, nor do they really care one jot 
for the waters of Taquitch Canyon. In 
the winter and part of the summer it 
runs a good head of water, and is used 
more for drinking than irrigating pur- 
poses, But the threat, trivial as it may 
seem, plainly shows how arrogant some 
officials can be, and how they can fan 
to flame a smouldering fire. 

“These Indians have not the slightest 
idea of the Value of truth. A half- 
educated Indian here, who, unfortun- 
atély, knows enough to be dangerous, 
has been writing the agent that the 
whites, would not allow them, during 
Summer, the use of water. The fact 
was, the Indians suffered no more than 
the whites during a time when the 
floods had washed out the ditches, and 
for the privilege of running canals over 
their worthless lands, the whites have 
been forced to pay a heavy tribute in 
the way of water. 

This valley is a nook in the moun- 
tains, which promises great fertility. 
It offers no inducement but early fruit, 
hard work and a climate at which even 
a Hottentot would swear, and yet this 
unpromising land has been taken hold 
of by a few enterprising men_and made 
habitable, and no sooner was this done 
than a few wretched Indians, who be- 
fore the advent of the whites, lived on 
mesquite beans, and now play and 
wear baseball clothes, came forward 
and as oppressed. What the 
government should do is to remove the 
Indians from this valley, or, at least, 
give them less than four sections of 
land, for they do not number thirty, 
all told. They will not work their land. 
They will not work for whites at $1.50 
a day, and do as little as they can. 

About $3000 will be spent by the gov- 
ernment for the purpose of giving a 
few worthless Indians water. For what 
g00d, it may be asked. The captain 
cultivates a patch of corn, another 
raises about one-third of an acre of 
| peas, and a fourth, some watermelons. 
Some have a few straggling peach and 
apricot trees and Old Mission vines, and 
one abotit six fig trees. 

Before the whites came to Palm Val- 
ley the Indians were naked, and fed 
sumptuously on mesquite beans. Now, 
they are well-dressed, have the best 
fiour, know the difference between Cali- 
fornia and French sardines, wear light 
shoes on Sundays and scarlet neckties, 
while their women incase their bodies 
in corsets, buy feeding bottles for their 
infants, and some go so far as to put 
their children out to nurse, as is the 
fashion in San Bernardino, And yet, lo, 
the poor Indian, by the all-powerful 
aid of the Indian Commissioners, must 
be protected from the rapacious whites.

Prospects for a Strike of 
Employees. 


An Injunction to Avert the 
Threatened Action, ~ 


The Santa Fe Receivership is Get- 
ting in Shape. 


Vice-President Robinson Says the Policy 
Will Not Change—General, Local 
and Personal Railroad 
Mention.

However solid the Southern Califor- 
nia Railroad may be, and there is of- 
ficial authority for the statement that 
it is no danger of going into a receiv- 
er’s hands, it is quite certain that the 
general officers of the company here are 
badly broken up. This is manifest to 
those who have business on the fifth 
floor of the Phillips Block, which is 
now in a state of confusion. The ac- 
tual work of removing the office fur- 
niture, fixtures and archives to the ele- 
gant new quarters, on the fifth floor 
of the recently-completed Bradbury 
building, was begun on Christmas day, 
and carried on through the heavy rain 
of yesterday. Several days’ time will 
be required to effect the removal, but 
the general freight and passenger de- 
partments are already in their new 
quarters. The general manager's office 
is yet in the Phillips Block, but the 
furniture left there is reduced almost 
to a minimum, and Mr. Wade will 
have to carry his desk and chair over 
to the new building on Broadway and 
Third, in a day or two. Moving is al- 
ways morc or less demoralizing, and the 
household of the Santa Fe in Los Ange- 
les is just now in an unsettled condi- 
tion, wavering between the old, old 
love and the new. Seekers for trip 
passes over the road this week will 
have a difficult time to find the proper 
place for securing the coveted paste- 
boards, but those who have business 
with the traffic departments will do 
well to try the Bradbury Block first.

Receiver: Wilson operfed 
an office in the directors’ room of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe general 
office building, this morning, and in- 
stalled himself therein, as he will be 
directly in charge of the affairs west 
of the Missouri River. His first duty 
will be to get a general idea of the 
company’s business, especially of what 
is known as its floating debt, including 
the amount of wages due to employees.

receivers for the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe. The same men have been 
appointed to the same positions by 
the courts of several States. They will 
give bond of $10,000 each. 

THE CHICAGO LINE TAKEN IN. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 26.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) Messrs. Reinhart, Mc- 
Cook and Wilson were tocay appointed 
receivers of that portion of the Achi- 
son which is east of the Missouri River. 

SANTA FE WON'T FIGHT. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 26.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press. D. B. Robinson, the Atchi- 
son’s general agent under the receivers, 
said, today: ‘“‘We are going right along 
as we always have done. We shall 
withdraw from no association except 
for cause, and preserve all conditions as 
far as possible as they existed prior to 
the appointment of the receivers, and 
will not fight or make any difficulty un- 
less forced on us.”’ 

AN UNIQUE INJUNCTION. 

MILWAUKEE (Wis.,) Dec. 26.—(By 
the Associated Press.) The receivers 
of t® Northern Pacific are preparing 
for a strike of all employees, and ap- 
plied some time ago to Judge Jenkins 
of the United States Court for an order 
restraining them from declaring an 
instantaneous strike, and doing any 
damage to property and interfering 
with the operation of the road. The re- 
ceivers had ordered a general reduction 
of wages of 5 to 8 per cent., and the 
employees objected. Negotiations be- 
tween the representatives of the em- 
ployees and receivers have been in 
progress three weeks. Today the ne- 
gotiations were broken off, and a 
strike being imminent, the receivers 
have decided to make use of the in- 
junction issued by Judge Jenkins, 
which they hope will enable them to 
operate the road immediately with new 
men. The legal document now in the 
hands of the receivers comprises nearly 
10,000 words. Injunctional orders will 
be served tonight, and tomorrow on 
all leaders of the Northern Pad¢ific 
Railroad employees by United States 
marshals of districts through which 
the Northern Pacific passes. 

In enumerating those who are en- 
joined from striking or ordering strikes, 


‘the petition of the receivers mentions 


the names of thirty-two men who have 
been in conference committee with re- 
ceivers, and asks that they be enjoined 
from ordering a strike, which the court 
grants. The petitioners say that the 
employees cannot carry on a strike 
without pecuniary assistance of the 
different national organizations, to 
Which they belong. They therefore 
pray these organizations, through 
their chief officers,,such as P. M. 
Arthur, E. C. Clark, E. P. Sargent, D. 
G. Ramsay, 8S. E. Wilkinson and others, 
be enjoined from ordering and sanction- 
ing a strike. The court grants this, 
and these men are included in the in- 
junction. 
THE STRIKE WILL COME. 

MILWAUKEE, Dec. 26.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The prospect is. that 
4500 men in the employ of the Northern 
Pacific will quit work January 1, when 
the reduced schedule of wages goes into 
effect. When the receivers found it 
impossible to arrive at an agreement 


with the employees, they telegraphed 
tonight to all agents and at- 
torneys along = the line of the 
road to have the injunction 


served. The injunction is said to be 
the first order of its kind ever issued 
in the United States. A somewhat sim- 
ilar injunction was issued during the 
Ann Arbor troubles, but not until the 
strike was in progress. It appears 
from the Northern Pacific injunction 
that the receivers ordered a reduction 
of all salaries exceeding $1200. This was 
cheerfully accepted. A week later the 
receivers ordered a further reduction 
of 5 per cent. on all wages of $50 to 
$75, and 10 per cent. on $75 to $100 per 
month. It is this reduction which the 
employees refuse to accept. 
SOUTHERN PACIFIC DECREASE, 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 26.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Judging from the 
statement of earnings of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, the wave of depres- 
sion that swept over the country ap- 
ears to have done less injury to the 
acific Coast than to any other secticn 


year. Although there will be a decrense 
in the earnings of the road this year, it 
will be less than that experienced by’ 
the railroads in other sections of the 
country.

A WAIL FROM MR. THOMPSON. 
‘The following communication was re-

“The increase in school expenditures 
of this year over last is, by actual 
count, $1289, which, when we consider 
that this estimate only covers a part of 
the field of legitimate expenditure, and

no means a trifling increase. Of this 
sum it seems that $630 was expended 
for the services of an extra teacher, 
and, therefore, in the line of increased 
efficiency; and it seems to be admitted 
that the balance, or $659, was expended 
without any practical benefit to the 
Scheols; and I think it will be admitted 
that $659 is a pretty high premium to 
pay Yor $630 of increased efficiency.

VENTURA COUNTY. 


Probable Outcome of the Santa Ana Water 
Company Case. 

The probable outcome of the suit of 
the Santa.Ana Water Company against 
the city, the trial of which is now be- 
ing held before the United States Cir- 
cuit Court at Los Angeles, forms the 
chief topic of conversation among those 
of our citizens who are ever ready to 
discuss public affairs. 

As there seems to be a diversity of 
opinion as to the number of miles, size 
and quality of the pipe forming the 
water mains of the city, which are 
owned and eperated by the above- 
hamed company, the following state- 
ment, furnished by a plumber, who is 
perfectly familiar with the entire pipe 
line, may prove of interest: . 

Commencing at or near the city lim- 
its, on Ventura avenue, and running to 
the Santa Clara House on West Main 
street, a distance of about half a mile, 
is an 8-inch sheet-iron pipe; from there 
to the intersection of Main and Califor- 
nia streets there is a 3-jnch cast-iron 
pipe; from California to Ash street 
there is a 3-inch gas pipe; from Ash 
street to the reservoir on the hill, a dis- 
tance of about seven hundred feet, 
there is in use an old 5-inch pipe, which 
was taken up from Main street. Oak 
street, from Main street to the beach, 
four blocks, is supplied with a 3-inch 
cast-iron pipe; from Main street to 
Meta street, on both California and 
Chestnut streets, two blocks, there is a 
3-inch gas pipe. Buena Vista avenue 
is also supplied with a 3-inch gas pipe 
for a distance of about three blocks. 
From the reservoir on Poli street to 
the Southern Pacific depot, about five 
blocks, there is also a 3-inch gas pipe. 
Except in several instances where % 
inch is used,the balance of the water 
mains of the city are 1%-inch gas pipe. 
There are about twelve miles of mains 
in the city. 

It is a gravity system, and with the 
exception of the cost of running a 
small steam pump once or twice a 
week to fill the reservoir on Poli street, 
which supplies the residents of the 
eastern addition, the expense of sup- 
plying the city with an abundance of 
good, pure water is trifling. 

The Sisar Oil and Asphalt Company 
have suspended operations in the Ojai 
Valley for the present. 

Charles Barnard, of the abstract 
company, is authority for the statement 
that, during the first great oil excite- 
ment, in the year 1864, E. H. Haskell 
purchased the right to develop all oils 
upon the Rancho Santa Paula y Sati- 
coy, embracing the area of four square 
leagues, equivalent to 17,733.33 acres.

Chickens, also, are shipped out in large 
numbers, and the prices received for 
them equal, in proportion, to the prices 
received for the turkeys, The ship- 
ment of eggs, too, is becoming an im- 
portant industry, the grocerymien and 
commission men supplying the outside 
markets, some of the larger shipments 
going to San Francisco. Upon an aver- 
age for the year, eggs will bring the 
poultry-keeper 20 cents a dozen, and 
at this price, where hens lay all the 
year round, the industry will prove 
most satisfactory. For the past five 
years. the poultry industry in Orange 
county has been rapidly coming to the 
front, and, from present indications, it 
promises to reach far greater propor- 
tions in the next few years.

phans at the Home. 


Liberal Donations by the Citizens—Christmas 
Celebrations at Rediands—A Heavy 
Rainfall Reported—News 
in Brief. 


The twenty-one children in the Or- 
phans’ Home enjoyed a happy day 
Christmas. The invitation for dona- 
tions from the citizens was very liber- 
ally responded to, the Redlands people 
being especially liberal in providing for 
the eight little ones from that town. 
It was a sight worth seeing to behold 
the expressions of joy upon the faces 
of the poor children, most of whom had 
never before experienced a real Christ- 
mas, 


It is but ten months since the Asso- 
ciated Charities of this city established 
the home, and it is kept running at an 
expense of about $200 per month. The 
children range from 2 to 12 years in 
age, and are provided with homes in 
good families as rapidly as possible. 
Six of-the little ones now at the home 
were deserted by their parents, four 
are orphans and eleven are half or- 
phans; one is deaf and dumb. There 
are thirtegn white, five Spanish and 
three negro children. Nine of these lit- 
tle tots are under 4 years of age, and 
of the older ones ten attend school. 
This household is under the  diréct 
charge of Mrs. M. W.. Lee, - whe :is 
matron, and she is-assisted in the. cu- 
linary department - Miss Rolands. 
Dr. A. C. Keating gives his services as 
physician gratis, so that much is saved 
in that particular. The County Super- 
visors give $140 per month for the sup- 
port of the home, and it is expected to 
have it maintained by the State after 
the first two years of its existence.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


Riverside Has at Last a Public Park Worthy 
the Name. 
Riverside has at last a City Park 

worthy of the name, but it’ has been 

a very long time getting it. Away 

back about the time the city was laid 

out, the Southern California Colony 

Company, which was managing things 

here at that time, presented to the city 

for park purposes, a block on Main 
street, between Seventh and LHighth, 
containing two and one-half acres. 

But, as the place grew, and business 

blocks began to go up, it became evi- 

dent that the park location would be 


pany offered in exchange for the two 
and a half acres, a ten acre piece two 
blocks further south, and one block 
further. west, between Fighth and 
Ninth, and west of Market street, which 
was acéepted. Dr. Whittier then pro- 
posed to the city to transform five 
acres of the tract into a beautiful city 
park, upon consideration that. the 
other five acres be given him to become 


in the way of business houses, and the |. 
Riverside Land and lIfrigation Com- 


park’’ was permitted to remain until 
about a year ago, when the agitation 
of the improvement of the city 
park grounds was taken up 0by 
the press and citizens generally, and 
the City Trustees took the matter up. 
They passed an ordinance levying a 
tax of 5 mills for a park fund, from 
which there is realized an income of 
about $3000 per annum. F. P. Hosp, 
the landscape gardener, was employed 
to prepare plans for improving the 
grounds, and work was begun last 
April, which has resulted in trans- 
forming the tract into one of the finest 
small parks in Southern California, 
The grounds were leveled, water-pipes 
laid to all parts of them, part of the 
old trees removed, and a carefully con- 
ceived plan executed. The lower canal 
of the Riverside Water Company ‘runs 
through the grounds. This was ce 
mented and four bridges built across 
it at convenient places. Plans are un- 
der way for lining the canal with the 
ancient Egyptian lotus, and other wa- 
ter-lilies and aquatic plants. 

Upon entering the park from Market 
street a very pretty stretch of lawn 
lies upon either hand, surrounded by 
shrubs and flowers. Beyond this are 
trees and flowers in great profusion, 
and some unique features. It is 
claimed that there is already planted 
in this park a larger variety of trees 
and flowers than in any other park in 
Southern California. A most interest- 
ing feature is the section of the park 
devoted to cacti and allied desert 
plants. There have been planted and 
have been ordered two hundred differ- 
ent species and varieties of of cacti, 
among which is a specimen of the 
giant cactus (cereus giganteus,) over 
twelve feet tall, brought from the des- 
ert by Mr. Hosp. There are also thirty 
varieties of agaves and twenty of 
aloes, and about thirty varieties of 
palms and six of palmettoes. Ten of 
the best varieties of eucalypti have 
already found place in the park, and 
others are to follow. The variety of 
flowering plants is very large. There 
were great masses of rich color this 
fall from the large number of chrysan- 
themums. Of roses, one hundred and 
sixty varieties are already in place, 
and there are forty varieties of the 
choicest geraniums. Large quantites 
of hyacinths, tulips, and other bulbous 
plants have been set in masses. 

The park is being appreciated, and 
large numbers of citizens visit it daily. 
A. B. Waite of th Park Commission 
is indefatigable in his efforts to make 
it the choicest place in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and spends much time there 
every day. The other members of the 
commission are George Frost and A. 
A. Wood. Mr. Hosp, who laid out thi 
picturesque grounds for the Messrs. 
Smiley, known as Canyon Crest Park, 
Redlands, and also the Southern Cali- 
fornia Asylum grounds, is assisted in 
his work by Mr. Schafier, also an ex- 
erienced landscape gardener. 

The feeling of shame, which has for 
so many years mantled the cheek of 
the loyal Riversider upon reference be- 
ing made to a.city park, need no longer 
appear, as, the spot is now one of which 
the most ardent admirer of the beauti- 
ful may well be proud. 

There has been going East from the 
Riverside postoffice for about a week 
an average of eight sacks of Christmas 
packages a day, indicating quite a 
large local trade in holiday goods.

IS IT POSSIBLE 
To Acquire in Five Weeks a Practical Know! - 
edge of German? 

Rev. W. H. Knowlton, rector of St. 
James Episccpal Church, writes: 

“PASO ROBLES, Oct. 16, 1893. 

“Four weeks agoI knew practically noth- 
ing of the German language. Then I be- 
Gan a course of study with Prof. Zimmer- 
mann, using the natural method. The re- 
suit is that I now find myse]f in posses- 
sign of what might be called a fair work- 
ing knowledge of the language. That is, 
I can easily make myself understood when 
among Germans for the expression of 
amy need that is likely to occur, I can 
undersiand fully the speech of the ordi- 
mary German business and folk life con- 
versation, and 1 can read with facility 
the news of the day as printed in the Ger- 
Man newspapers.”

Demand for Information About 
Southern California, 


Letters of Inquiry Continue to Pour in at 
the Chamber of Commercce— 
Some of the Various 
Samples. 


The Chamber of Commerce, which is 
supposed to give intelligent informa- 
tion on all possible subjects, has a busy 
time of it this winter. The pamphlets 
distributed in Chicago, the reports sent 
back to Eastern friends by those al- 
ready here, and the near approach of 
the Midwinter Fair, have combined to 
create a widespread interest in Califor- 
nia which can only be satisfied by ask- 
ing questions and poring over replies. 
In nearly all cases the writers of letters 
of inquiry close with the remark, “I 
think Southern California will hold me 
before long,’’ or the same in purport. 
Kansas.—A man from Argentine, 
Kan., writes: ‘‘What are the farming 
facilities around your city? Does the 
ground require much irrigation, and 
about what does it cost per acre? 
“What is the price of land without 
and with ordinary buildings? That is 
to say, within three to five miles of Los 
Angeles, or nearer. 

“How deep will a person have to go 
before striking water, and is its com- 
position mostly like that around San 
Francisco, alkali? 

“Is it true that the climate and 
changes are a detriment to the raising 
of poultry; if not true, please inform 


‘me if there is a good market for the 


same there, and for eggs, also 

‘Please state if the climate is detri- 
mental to raising — ‘etc., and if 
there is also a good and ready market 
for the same.’ 

He begs to be excused for plying the 
chamber with so many questions, but 
states that he passed through Los An- 
geles some time ago, and was delighted 
with the country and its surroundings, 
and if it proves inviting for poultry 
and -stock-raising he will invest. He 
- “J was very much smitten with 
the orchards of oranges, and the flow- 
ers and plants looked so beautiful at 
that time of the year in comparison 


with the States west of the Mis- 
sissippi.”’ 
Massachusetts—Pittsfield, Mass., is 


represented by a correspondent who 
has received a letter and the book of 
Los Angeles county, and sends $1 for 
a weekly Los Angeles paper, as per 
suggestion given in the book. He is 
of the opinion that he prefers Los An- 
geles county to any other part of the 
State, and has not much doubt that 
he shall locate here at future 
time, although just how soon he is not 
fully prepared to state. 

South Dakota—A South Dakota man 
desires information,« especially of 
Southern California, and of the late 
Irrigation Congress. He wishes to move 
to this part of the State, hence seeks 
first to “know some facts which pro- 
duce figures which lie not.’ 
Michigan—A party from ‘Harbor 
Springs, Mich., is anticipating a trip 
to this climate. with a vew to locating 
and desires to ask questions. He says: 
“How is the country for catarrh and 
asthma? Please answer this question 
if you forget all the rest.’”” He wishes 
to know what unimproved land is 
worth, where timber and water are 
plenty; what land is worth cleared, 
two or three miles from good markets; 
what is the prospect for a live con- 
tractor; what is the best way to come; 
and what young horses are worth. He 
States that he thinks of coming by 
team and wagon. 

Ilowa—An lowa man asks information 
about California, as he expects to 
change location, and thinks he should 
like Southern California. His first and 
most important question is “Can a 
poor man make a living there if he is 
willing to work?’ He wants to know 
for what land rents and sells, in the 
section where wheat and corn can be 
raised; whether land rents for cash or 
cash or grain, and how much 
or what part per acre; whether 
there are good schools in, the 
country; whether it would pay to ship 
household goods, stock and farming 
implements, or whether it would be 
cheaper to buy: when would be the 
best time to come to California to see 
the country with a view to settling; 
and what are ‘“‘the plain facts’’ in re- 
gard to these questions. 

Nebraska—A correspondent writes 
from the Prairie State as_ follows: 
“Dear sir, i will drop you a few lines as 
i did not kno any of yur newspapers 
names i would like to have you if you 
can to send me one of the leading 
papers as a sample copy as i have 
never been out there but think that 
i will come out in the month of April.” 

Kansas—Another, from the land of 
breezes says: “as We a bout to cum 
to California and you have bin there 
sum time I want to kno what it costs 
to live out there and what the wages 
is on publicke worke buy the day or 
munth and what hous rent wood cost.

San Francisco—A party in San Fran- 
cisco writes that he has a desire to 
learn all that is possible about South- 
ern California, with the intention of lo- 
cating somewhere here, if he finds 
it advisable. He wishes to get about 
one hundred acres of natural alfalfa 
land that requires no irrigation, and 
that will grow the whole year through, 
where there is no malaria, and where 
there is a good market for alfalfa, hay 
and hogs. Iie has several thousand 
dollars, to make necessary improve- 
ments, so that he may 
off the hand. He wishes to know if 
any clearing has to be done, or if there 
is any alkali; if ccrn and barley do 
well on such land; what is the price 
for ordinary farm horses, wagons, har- 
nerses, plows, harrows and alfalfa seed: 
the price of fuel, lumber and fence
